Connecticut — New London. — Month of January, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 20,200. Total number of deaths, 24, including 1 
from scarlet fever. Cases: Diphtheria 1, enteric fever 1, measles 15, 
and scarlet fever 10. 

Stamford. — Month of January, 1908. Estimated population, 
20,000. Number of deaths not reported. Cases: Diphtheria 2, 
•enteric fever 3, measles 3, whooping cough 1, and tuberculosis 1. 

Florida — Pensaeola. — Month of January, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 22,256. Total number of deaths, 47, including enteric fever 1, 
diphtheria 2, measles 1, and 2 from tuberculosis. Cases of contagious 
diseases not reported.
